Allied Infantry Digs In. 

Allied infantry butposts in 
west and central Korea dug in 
after shooting their way out of 
four Red traps Thursday and Fri- 


ay. 
There were no reports of 
ground action from the east or 
east-central fronts. 

Northeast of Korangpo, Chinese 
Reds swarmed up a hill behind a 
heavy artillery barrage and drove 
Allied infantrymen off. It was 
the Reds’ second attack on the 
peak. They tried to take it Sat- 
urday morning, but were pushed 
back and pounded by barrages of 
Allied artillery. 

A Chinese regiment was re- 
ported holding two hills forward 
of U.N. lines in the center of the 
old “iron triangle.” A pooled dis- 
patch from the front said Allied 
troops were falling back. 

Another Hill Reported Lost. 

Another report said Reds drove 
the Allies from a hill position 
southwest of Kumsong, farther to 
the east. No details were given. 

An Allied patrol in the area 
where a Red regiment surround- 
ed an Allied outpost unit Thurs- 
day night found 120 Communist 
bodies and a number of fresh 
graves. 

An Allied intelligence officer 
said the fact bodies were left un- 
buried indicated the Reds left 
the area in a hurry. 

In the air, 40 Red MIG-15s and 
25 U.N. Sabre jets fought a score- 
less battle at heights up to 36,000 
feet over northwest Korea. 

U. N. flare-dropping planes last 
night spotted and attacked the 
third group of Communist tanks 
seen in three days. The attack was 
20 miles below Wonsan on the 
eastern front. 

Red Hint of Agreement. 


No official reply has been re- 
ceived to Gen. Matthew B. Ridg- 
way's proposal that the truce ne- 
gotiations be moved from Kae- 
song, but the Red radio at Pyong-

The broadcast warned the Ko- 
rean people to be “cautious”

Later Peiping radio quoted a 
Communist correspondent as say- 
ing “wherever the talks are held, 
nothing will come of them unless 
the Americans are willing to 
agree to the armistice on the 
lines proposed by (Rassia’s Jacob) 
Malk.

Shipping Out Fast 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


How many of us sit around and gripe 


Highway Department, but goes beyond them. 

State Highway engineers had suggested a 10- 
year plan costing $24,000,000 less. The commis- 
sion, however, wants to add 12,000 miles of sup- 
plementary or farm-market roads to the state 
system. Some of the main highway under-passes 
and clover-leafs would have to be postponed 
to enable the improvements in rural roads. 

But these minor postponements would not 
seriously affect the main way system, and 
it is high time Missouri began to get its major 
farm routes out of the mud. Nearly every previ- 
ous legislative proposal to accomplish this would 
have subjected state road funds to local pres- 
sures and spending. The new plan avoids this 
mistake. 

These alterations in road policy ought to have 
a direct political effect. The extension of sup- 
plementary roads should appeal to the rural 
areas and their representatives in Jefferson 
“City. And obviously Senator Kinney and the 
commission had to consider political prospects 
for road legislation. For nearly six months the 
organized road busters, including truck and oil 
lobbyists, succeeded in wrecking every effort 
to provide more road revenue. 

But their arrogant high-pressure tactics 
aroused public opposition and led to a legisla- 
tive investigation. The road busters. have come 


to ill repute for their methods as well as their | 


intentions. On reconvening, the legislators 
should be able to resist the lobbyists’ blandish- 
ments and their threats. 

Missouri's cracking pavements remain the big 
issue before the Missouri Legislature. The Joint 
Commission is providing the basis for modern 
highways, built for modern speeds and modern 
machines. It is giving the legislators something 
to work with. 

This ought to be a year of decision, when 
Missouri finally abandons a road system 20 
years too old, and decides to pay for and build 
1951 highways. 
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To Err Is Human 
Speaking in Cleveland before an enthusiastic 
audience, Gen. MacArthur criticized the judg- 
ment of the Truman Administration and said 
that he did not think it could be trusted with 
“our future well-being and security.” 


Since the Truman Administration includes not 
only the President but also Secretaries Marshall 
and Acheson and the Joint Chiefs of Staff, we 
may conclude that Gen. ‘MacArthur thinks the 
slate should be wiped clean at the top. Appar- 
ently he has confidence in almost no one in 
authority in Washington. 

The Truman Administration has made its mis- 
takes, too many of them that were unnecessary.

Then the Chinese hit and pre- 
sumably Gen. MacArthur was as surprised as 
anyone.

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Enforce Meat Ceilings 

St. Louis housewives who make good use of 
their eyes and voices can do a great deal to pro- 
tect themselves against the various forms of 
price-gouging and chiseling that are bound to 
flow from the widespread violations of OPS 
regulations reported in this area. 

Claxton E. Allen, district OPS director, says 
the violations are so prevalent that every meat 
market his inspectors have visited has been 
found to be an offender. The usual offenses, he 
reports, are failure to post OPS ceiling prices, 
as well as selling prices, and removal ef Gov- 
ernment grade stamps from meat. 

Any careful shopper can determine at once 
whether this is the case in any market. If de- 
mands for.an examination of the ceiling list 
are ignored, the shopper should report the mat- 
ter to the OPS enforcement branch. The tele- 
phone number is CEntral 9720. 

Ceiling prices exist to protect the consumer. 
This also is the reason for the Government 
grade stamps that are inked on sides of meat. 
Buyers who fail to look for them are hurting 
themselves. Sellers who neglect to post the ceil- 
ing lists or who remove the grade stamps are 
violating the law. 

Mr. Allen says that market operators who 
have been found to be breaking the law—and 
these include large chain markets, as well as 
independents—have been warned that the next 
violation will result in court action. Housewives 
who have been bilked by such practices will 
wonder why any warning is necessary.

5000 “spot” testimonials a day—all sing- 
ing the praises of the ill-smelling, ill-tast-

Billboards advocate the medicine “for 
a better tomorrow;” 900 daily and 4500 
weekly newspapers carry its ads. As a re- 
sult of this mammoth medicine show the 
public bought $22,000,000 worth of Hada- 
col last year.

ARKANSAS U. HEAD 
QUITS TO BECOME 
RUTGERS PRESIDENT 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ark., Sept. 8 
(AP)——Dr. Lewis Webster Jones 
is quitting the presidency of the 
University of Arkansas to head 
Rutgers University of New Jer- 
sey. He announced his resigna- 
tion yesterday afternoon, simul- 


taneously with an announcement 
in New Brunswick, N.J., by the 
Rutgers board of trustees. 

At Rutgers, he succeeds Dr. 
Robert W. Clothier, who has 
headed the school since 1932. Dr. 
Clothier resigned last’ January be- 
cause of poor health, but had 
agreed to serve until his successor 
was named. Rutgers, founded in 
1766, is the eighth oldest college 
in the United States. It has 
22,000 full- and part-time stu- 
dents, 

Dr. Jones, 51 years old, had 
been president of the University 
of Arkansas since 1947, He was 
vice president of Bennington Col- 
lege, a women’s school at Ben- 
nington, Vt., from 1941 to 1947. 
He was a member of President 
Truman’s Commission on Higher 
Education.
